FINED $30,000 FOR 


Age Saved Him From 
Prison Sentence, Judge 
Moore Says. 


George J. Seeger, 69-year-old 
farm implement .dealer of Creve 
Coeur, who was found guilty of 
three counts of income tax eva- 


sion by a jury in United States 
District Judge George H. Moore’s 
court last month, was fined $30,- 
000 today by Judge Moore. 

After saying he did not want to 
send Seeger to the penitentiary 
in view of his advanced age, the 
judge told him: r 

“It’s your years and your years 
alone that have saved you from 
that ordeal.” 

Seeger was indicted by the 
present federal grand jury on 
charges of having evaded federal 
income taxes totaling $30,131 for 
the years 1945-46-47. Judge Moore 
pointed out that, with the delin- 
quent taxes, penalties and fine 
which Seeger must pay, he will 
be paying the government about 
$75,000. In addition to the fine, 
$10,000 on each count of the in- 
dictment, the court assessed costs 
of $750 against Seeger. 

Seeger paid the fine and costs 
before leaving the New Federal 
Building. 

After Seeger’s lawyer, Bertram 
Tremayne, pleaded for leniency 
for his client; Judge Moore told 
Seeger: 

“The tax evader avoids his ob- 
ligation to the country and to 
every taxpayer. Here you stand, 
worth a quarter of a million dol- 
lars. You didn’t want to bear 
your share of the burden and 
threw it upon all the honest tax- 
payers. 

“The fact that the jury took 
only 20 minutes to decide upon 
the case after sitting through an 
eight-day trial proved their dis- 
belief of the defense you pre- 
sented.” 

Judge: Moore pointed out that 
the case against Seeger was not 
the type of case he had in mind 
when. he gave his supplemental 
charge to the grand jury last 
April, which led to the investiga- 
tion of widespread corruption in 
the internal revenue bureau.

New Deadline Probable. 


It was considered probable the 
union may set a new strike dead- 
line, possibly mid-February. That 
would give the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board time to hear and make 
recommendations on the union’s 
18%4-cent average hourly pay 
boost demand.

Torkild Rieber, president of the 
Barber Oil Corp. of New York, 
and Hector Prudhomme, are in 
Tehran now awaiting transporta- 
tion to Abadan.

Mossadegh made public a let- 
ter of Dec. 28 from Garner which 
contained a statement of the prin- 
ciples under which the bank 
would agree to operate the oil 
industry, which has become vir- 
tually idle following Iran’s na- 
tionalization of its oil resources. 
The Premier also released the 
text of his reply, which rejected 
part of  Garner’s proposals and’ 
asked clarification of others. 
Mossadegh turned down flatly 
a bank proposal for division of 
proceeds from sale of oil between 
Iran and the “biggest purchaser,” 
with the remaining proceeds to 
be placed in custody of the World 
Bank. 

Presumably the biggest pur- 
chaser would be the Anglo-Iran- 
ian Oil Co., whose billion dollar 
holdings were taken over by the 
Iranian Government.

5 GASOLINE TANKS EXPLODE

EAST PRAIRIE, Mo., Jan. 3

President Truman will be asked 
by Cannon to issue an order im- 
mediately for a commission of 
seven “impartial and disinterested 
men.”

It has been concluded since 
that the equivalent action of cre- 
ating the commission might be 
taken by executive order, and 
there has been some expectation 
this might be done. 

Critical of Army Projects. 

Cannon for some time has been 
critical of projects of the Army’s 
Corps of Engineers. His an- 
nouncement today may have re- 
flected this, also a possible desire 
for recognition in the situation. 
The Democratic delegation from 
Missouri in the House had in- 
dorsed the Hennings-Magee pro- 


posal. 

In effect, the plan contemplated 
under the proposed commission 
would supersede the existing plan 
of the Missouri Basin Interagency 
Committee, which is the enlarged 
successor of the old Pick-Sloan 
plan.

(CALLED AID TO CITY 
' RETIREMENT PLAN 


Federal social security coverage 
recently extended to about 7200 
city employes under civil service 
is a great advancement toward 
establishment of a proper retire- 
ment plan for city employes, the 
Civil Service Commission said in 
its annual report issued yester- 
day. 

The commission, which ‘for sev- 
eral years has been attempting to 
obtain passage of State legislation 
to enable the city to adopt a re- 
tirement program, said, however, 
that the social security coverage 
was “only a sound. platform on 
which an adequate retirement 
plan can be built.” 

The commission pointed out that 
of 8324 employes in the civil serv- 
ice more than 14 per cent, or 
1171, were over the age of. 65. 
Most of these would be eligible 
for social security retirement 
benefits after next July, if they 
choose. 

Members of the Fire Depart- 
ment, who have a retirement plan 
| of their own, are not included in 
the social security coverage. There 
are about 1100 employes of the 
department covered by the de- 
partmental plan.

LONDON, Jan. 3 (AP) — Capt. | 
Kurt Carlsen won a round late 
today in his gallant six-day battle 
with the raging Atlantic. A 
United States destroyer standing 
by his wallowing ship finally suc- 
ceeded in delivering food to him. 

The sea calmed down somewhat 
after days of, mountainous waves 
which had pitched the American 
freighter’Flying Enterprise about 
like a cork. The destroyer John 
W. Weeks shot a line to Capt. 
Carlsen after innumerable vain 
tries, and he took aboard coffee, 
sandwiches, candy, cigarettes and 
newspapers, 

A salvage tug from England 
was churning toward the scene 
in a race to get a towline on the 
Enterprise; Carlsen, hailed by 
admiring seafarers of Britain as 
“Captain Enterprise,” remained 
calmly confident. 

The Weeks radioed that Carl- 
sen, 37-year-old veteran of the 
sea, “is in excellent spirits ‘and 
is certain that the Flying Enter- 
prise will ride it out if the weath- 
er does not deteriorate again.” 

Carlsen, true to the sea’s tra- 
dition, refused to abandon his 
ship and existed on bits of dried 
food and tea while he kept in 
touch with the destroyer. He 
was more worried about the de- 
stroyer crew than his own pre- 
dicament. 

“You fellows are taking a worse 
beating and are suffering more 
than I am,”. said the youthful 
skipper whose faithfulness to the 
tradition of the sea has stirred 
the imagination of millions. 

The American destroyer ra- 
dioed that “preparations have 
been made with Capt. Carlsen for 
rescue if required.” ; 

Carlsen stays on the starboard 
quarter of the Flying Enterprise, 
the only part of the deck that he 
can reach, 

For five nights the skipper kept 
this perilous vigil, rejecting all 
offers to remove him from the 


ship. At times the Enterprise lay | 


at an angle of 80 degrees to the 
water—almost flat en its side. 
Carlsen keeps in constant touch | 
with the destroyer by radio-tele- | 
phone. His one request was for 
hot coffee; meat sand-viches and 


liver these items by messenger 
line failed. When a line is shot to | 
him from the destroyer, his pre- 
carious position and the surging 
of the destroyer in the heavy sea | 
prevent him from hauling the line. | 

“At one time he had only three 
feet of line to go when it part- 


ly he returned to his radio in the | 
deckhouse and said: 

“Suggest we wait until weather 
abates. I don’t need those items 
that badly. You fellows are tak- 


ing a, worse beating and suffer- 


ing more than I am.” 


Carlsen stayed in the cabin | 
amidships without light or heat. | 
Every two hours he has been call- 
ing the destroyer to talk with the 
commander—chiefly interested in 
“the state of the weather, condi- 
tions of his ship and arrange- 
ments for towing.” 

“A radio ham himself, he has 
set up a battery powered radio 


| with the antennae hanging out 


of a porthole on the port side,” 


| the Weeks reported. “Voice com- 


munication is available between 
the two ships by bringing a de- 
stroyer within a mile of his port 
side. ... 

“There are a great many mem- 
bers of the crew (of the destroy- 


Enterprise to deliver him a sin- 
gle cup of hot coffee. 


“We are much more concerned 
for his safety than he is. He 
never expresses worry and is 
always optimistic about his cur- 
rent situation.” 

The Turmoil, one of the biggest 
deep-sea tugs in Britain, battled 
through high seas and hail 
squalls, expecting to complete a 
300-milé dash from Falmouth to 
me ship sometime to- 
night. 


Catches British Imagination. 

Sea-faring Britons, proud of 
any man who stands up to the 
anger of the seas, named Carlsen 
‘Captain Enterprise” and avidly 
read the front page accounts de- 
scribing his , battle against the 
stormy North Atlantic.

-WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (UP)— 
The Air Force announced, last 
night that the 117th Tactical Ree- | 
onnaissance Wing will leave for | 


France soon to join Gen. Dwight | 
D. Eisenhower’s Western Euro- | 
pean defense forces and bolster | 
the eight United States air groups 
already in Europe. 

The 117th is a National Guard 
outfit composed of three squad- | 
rons from Alabama, South Caro- | 
lina and Ohio. It is equipped | 
with 48 piston-engine light in-| 
vader bombers and jet F-80 fight- | 
ers. | 
The 117th is the fourth Ameri- 
can air group to be assigned spe- 
cifically to Eisenhower's head- | 
quarters. The others are a troop 
earrier group, a fighter-bomber 
outfit and a light bomber group. 

Five other groups — a troop 
carrier, a medium bomber and 
three fighter wings—now are in 
the European theater. 

The United States also has five 
organized ground divisions in 
Europe, or about 310,000 troops 
including supply and other sup- 
porting regiments. Air Force 
personnel. eventually will reach 
about 60, 

The 117th will be sent to Ger- 
many for a short time until its 
permanent base at Toul, France, is 
ready. It will be the second 
United States air wing to be sta- 
tioned in France. The 126th Light 
Bomber Wing was sent there last 
November. Other United States 
outfits in the European theater 
are stationed either in Germany 
or England. - 

The last ground unit to be sent 
to Eisenhower was the Twenty- 
eighth National. Guard Division } 
which had been preceded by the 
Forty-third Division, also a Na- | 
tional Guard outfit. Also in 
Europe are the First and Fourth 
Infantry and the Second Armored 
Divisions. 

The United States also has 
three armored regiments of the 
reorganized constabulary in Ger- 
many, and three other regiments 
on occupational duty in Berlin, 
Austria and Trieste.

The.essence of his. first proposal is to. take 


the badly spattered Internal Revenue Bureau 
out of spells paRtice and te put 3+ andes, ctvtl 
service. 

In view of Mr. Truman’s long ‘théhground 
in machine politics, this is nothing less than rev- 
olutionary. As outlined by the White House, 
it means the abolition of the present political 
Collectors of Internal Revenue who head the 
federal revenue districts. 


The reorganization plan will be submitted to 
Congress almost immediately after it convenes 
next week and if neither branch objects within 
two months, 64 collectors over the country will 
be out of their present jobs, some perhaps to 
be employed in another capacity if qualified. 

It takes nothing from the credit which Mr. 
Truman deserves for his act to say that this 
should have been done long ago. There is no 
good reason why the collectorships ever should 
have been passed out on a spoils politics basis. 

Readers of the Post-Dispatch will recall our 
opposition to the appointment of the late Robert 
E. Hannegan as Collector in St. Louis—an ap- 
pointment insisted on by Mr. Truman when the 
latter was a Senator. 

We opposed that appointment because it re- 
warded, with a political sinecure, a machine 
politician who was one of the architects of the 
plot to steal the governorship of Missouri from 
the people in 1941. 

Not all collectorships have been given out 
on a political basis that low but nearly all of 
them have been oil for the party machines. 


To throw away all that patronage now is, to 
repeat, nothing short of a revolutionary act. It 
doubtless is a measure of the Administration’s 
belated realization of the public anger over 
the scandals in federal tax and loan matters. 


The lifting of the Internal Revenue Bureau 
out of the muck of spoils politics is only part 
of what needs to be done. An organization of 
merit system employes, chosen on their qualifi- 
cations and adequately paid, ought to provide 
protection from scandalous deals and settle- 
ments in the future. 

But the President’s plan does nothing to bring 
to justice those who have been guilty of 
breaches of trust under him. True, Boston’s Col- 
lector is now on trial. True, James P. Finnegan 
sgon will go on trial in St. Louis. True, Caudle 
and Oliphant are out of their jobs in Wash- 
ington. 

Yet how is the citizen to know how many 
other breaches there have been, how many other 
resignations and firings there should- be, how 
many other prosecutions should be instituted 
unless a thorough, relentless investigation is 
started and started soon? 

The record in the 1946 Kansas City election 
frauds is warning enough on delay. The De- 
partment of Justice, with Tom Clark and Lamar 
Caudle in the key roles, kicked the demand for 
an investigation around until vital evidence was 
“stolen” and it became almost impossible to 
prosecute the vote frauds even under state 
authority. 

Every day that passes reduces the likelihood 
that there will be an investigation with the 
determination and success of the Pomerene- 
Roberts prosecution of the Harding Administra- 
tion oil scandals. 

Mr. Truman’s plan to reorganize the tax 
collecting system is a sound beginning. At the 
same time he could hardly have done less now 
that the American people are asked to meet 
the coming tax deadline. 

Whether this fortells an all-out clean-up will 
depend entirely on what happens nexzt.

Three Years Later 
Simply by maintaining his bearing as a scien- 
tist under frenzied political pressure, Dr. 
Edward U. Condon did the cause of science an 
unmeasurable favor three years ago. And now 
the American Association for the Advancement 
of Science has chosen him president for 1954. 


In 1948, Dr. Condon was under investigation 
from all sides solely because the House Un- 
American Activities Committee carelessly called 
him “the weakest link in our atomic security.” 
Dr. Condon was then director of the National 
Bureau of Standards. He was, of course, cleared 
of all slander, and now is research director for 
the Corning Glass Works. But while the heat 
was on in Washington, he found occasion to 
warn science of a growing anti-intellectualism, 
and added: 


However, there is one thing that one must 
not do with inquisitors, and that is to 
appear not to take them seriously. So I 
went into an impassioned affirmation of 
faith in Archimedes’ Principle and the 
general correctness of Newton’s Law of 
Gravitation. It must have satisfied them, 
for I have had the pleasure of adding their 
“clearance” to my collection, which I feel 
may be the largest collection of clearances 
in the country. 


In keeping his scientific detachment, not to 
say good humor, through the_reckless inquisi- 
tion, Dr. Condon made it a little harder to prac- 
tice what he himself called “lynch by label.” 
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Something Missing 

Congressman Charles W. Vursell, who rep- 
resents the Twenty-fourth Illinois District (along 
the Ohio river), has issued a seven-point pro- 
gram for the new session. It includes working 
for a speedy end to the Korean war, reduction 
in the expense of civilian government, opposi- 
tion to new taxes and so on.

It adjoins 
the district which includes West Frankfort, 
scene of an even worse disaster which cost 119 
lives two weeks ago. 

How could Congressman Vursell issue a pro- 
gram for the new Congress and not include 
federal mine safety legislation? 
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Closed—Danger 
St. Louis has begun to get tough with hotels 
in the non-fireproof group which do not obey 
the fire safety code. The Board of: Public 
Service has denied operating permits to three 
hotels which recently changed ownership and 
had applied for new permits. Eight other hotels 


will have to show cause soon why their permits 


should not be revoked. 

Each of the hotel managements had known 
since last month that this week would be a 
deadline for compliance with the law. Each had 


* known since last July, when the law went into 


effect, that they would have to improve their 
safety measures. In fact, they had much longer 
warning, for the code was written many months

Or the various periods when he was per- 
mitted by Moscow.to seek.a. united front be- 
tween Russia and the West against: Nazi. and 
Fascist aggression. 


Litvinoff met defeat in nearly every project. 
There was no disarmament. There. were no 
sanctions, There was no united front until late 
in the war and that dissolved into cold war. 
So as hope surged and receded in the West, 
Litvinoff was. projected into and withdrawn 
from the diplomatic scene by the puppet apna 
tors in the Kremlin. 


Now the Western world is left to speculate 
whether its first cool reception of Litvinoff’s 
schemes encouraged Russian distrust of the 
democracies, or whether Litvinoff was. only a 
front for Soviet diplomatie¢ deceit. 
will guess as to whether he was a living loud- 
speaker for Communist propaganda, or whether 
he believed in his secret heart in the ideals of 
world unity and peace, as his few friends in- 
sisted he did. 

Whatever the truth may be about Litvinoff 
himself, a decade ago he spoke the prophetic 
words: “Peace is indivisible.” The West will 
remember them longer than anyone in the 
Politburo. 
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Little Rock’s Republican 


Little Rock’s new Mayor, 36-year-old Pratt 
C. Remmel, is the first Republican to hold that 
office in 60 years. He seems to be pretty well 
surrounded with a City Council of 10 Democrats, 
but his two-to-one election victory over his Dem- 
ocratic opponent made it clear that Little Rock 
definitely wanted him to preside over its mu- 
nicipal affairs. 

We congratulate both the city and the Mayor. 
Probably no political revolution is to be ex- 
pected, but it may be that Little Rock and 
Arkansas will find a certain exhilaration in at 
least this small beginning toward a two-party 
system. 

The saying is that you never know what you 
can do until you try. Mayor Remmel is the first 
Republican in 25 years to make a serious try at 
being elected. If he gives his city a creditable 
administration, others may be encouraged to 
follow his example. 
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Including the Art Museum 
What about the City Art’ Museum? Mayor 
Darst did not mention it specifically in his state- 
ment proposing bond issues to finance public 
improvements, but the Mayor and the civic 
committees he plans to appoint should certainly 
include the Art Museum in their studies. They 
might well find that funds for improvement of 
the museum are just as urgently needed as some 

of the other projects on the Mayor's list. 


Director Perry T. Rathbone in his most recent 
annual report pointed out that the museum, one 
of the city’s finest public institutions, is badly 
overcrowded, so much so that its $10,000,000 
collection may be in danger of being damaged. 
The museum has long needed a new wing, esti- 
mated to cost $1,500,000, and an auditorium 
which might cost $500,000 more. 


The museum’s service to the public and its 


, ability to safeguard the art treasures it holds in 


trust for the public would be greatly increased 
by an expansion of its facilities. Mayor Darst 
and his advisers should ask themselves whether 
the bond issue to be submitted to the voters this 
year should not include some funds for this 
purpose. 

The city needs traffic improvements, parking 
facilities, health centers, sewer construction and 
housing, certainly; but in such a program as the 
Mayor has proposed the cultural life to which 
the art museum makes such a great contribution 
should not be ‘neglected. 
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Studying the Military Budget 
Chairman Cannon of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee predicts a reduction of the 
military budget this year and gives “easing of 
the tension” as the reason. Last year, he says, 
the possibility existed that Russia might strike 
at any moment. This year, Congress is going 

to scrutinize the military requests carefully. 


Certainly a scrutiny is in order, but Congress 
will waste a lot of energy if it puts this on the 
basis of trying to guess whether Russia is likely 
to attack. As a matter of fact Russia’s inten- 
tions are just about as well hidden this year as 
they were last year. Any reductions in military 
spending therefore can hardly be made on the 
strength of a hope that those intentions are 
more benevolent than they were. 


The principal question to be asked about de- 
fense refers not to 1952 or 1953 but to the years 
thereafter. The increases in total manpower 
and in the Air Force which the defense estab- 
lishment has proposed ‘would not be accom- 
plished until 1954 or 1955, though they would 
involve initial appropriations and initial spend- 
ing in the immedate future. Congress must 
ask whether this ‘spending should be added to 
that already underway, or whether the nation 
should concentrate on building quickly to the 
goals already set for 1252 and 1953. 


Geoffrey Crowther, editor of The Economist 
of London, has advanced the thesis that by the 
end of 1953.the Western nations will have 
caught up with Russia’s postwar rearmament, 

and that an expansion of military goals beyond 
that date is not justified by the current situa- 
tion. 

This viewpoint, much more than any specula- 
tion .that Russia presents a lesser immediate 
threat than she did a year ago, should receive 
the thoughtful attention of Congress as it takes 
up the military budget. 
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Press Views of the Mine Tragedy

Frankfort disaster; 


From the ‘Chicago Sun-Times 


For the second time in less than five 
years, Illinois has suffered a major coal 
mine disaster. The ghastly pre-Christmas 
tragedy at New Orient Mine No. 2 in West 
Frankfort snuffed out the lives of 119 
miners. On March 25, 1947, the Centralia 
mine blast killed 111 miners. In between 
those two catastrophes, many other Illinois 
miners have died in less spectacular un- 
derground accidents. 


From federal and state records now 
available there is a conflicting picture of 
safety conditions at the New Orient mine. 
As late as Dec. 11 a state mine inspector, 
James R. Wilson, described the ventilation 
in the mine as “good” and other condi- 
tions as “fair.” But last July two federal 
inspectors found 31 violations of the 
United States safety code. 


The difference in the state and federal 
findings sprang largely from the differ- 
ence in Illinois and United States safety 
standards. Moreover, while federal au- 
therities conduct periodic mine inspec- 
tions, they have no power to enforce 
safety codes; enforcement is left up to the 
individual states. Ever. since Centralia, 
Representative Price has been trying in 
vain to push through Congress legislation 
that would put enforcement teeth in fed- 
eral mine safety regulations. As he said 
after the West Frankfort disaster: 

“It seems as though the legislators don’t 
think about it until there is an explosion, 
and then forget about it soon afterwards.” 


The sad wisdom of Price’s remarks is 
proven by the failure of Gov. Stevenson's 
efforts to have the last session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly enact a “modern safety 
code” for coal mines. State senators from 
the coal mining areas refused to support 
the measure.

News of the great coal-mine tragedy at 
West Frankfort, Ill., comes as a shock, for 
one had somehow hoped that mine disas- 
ters of this scope were a thing of the past. 


The stories coming from the scene of 
the disaster are stories of heartbreak and 
heroism. The women weeping at the por- 
tals of the mine, the men braving gas and 
heat as they strive to reach the trapped 
miners—these are scenes we all dread to 
see depicted once again. 

The authorities say that an explosion of 
methane gas brought on the disaster, but 
so far they seem unable to determine 
what could have caused a blast. powerful 
enough to bring on such overwhelming 
devastation. The investigators have some 
important matters to take up—whether 
there were any safety violations, whether 
inspections were adequate, whether all 
oe recommendations were complied 
with. 


Certainly the diminishing frequency of 
mine disasters since the turn of the cen- 
tury lends solid substantiation to the be- 
lief that most of these accidents are pre- 
ventable, and that much can be learned 
from the West Frankfort tragedy .which 
car’ prevent a recurrenee_ elsewhere.

In the mining town of West Frankfort, 
Ill., 2000 people were attending a high 
school basketball game. Suddenly the loud- 
speaker intoned: “Dr. Barnett, please .re- 
port to the New Orient Mine.” The as- 
semblage did not have to hear any more; 
as the doctor left, hundreds followed him 
to the scene of the disaster. In the ensu- 
ing hours all the familiar scenes of tragedy 
were re-enacted and scores of miners si- 
lently echoed the spoken vow of one of 
the survivors. “My kids can be anything 
they want—except coal miners.” 

The official lamentations have begun; 
the pious statements have all been issued. 
Yet none of them is as important as the 
first facts already revealed by the _ St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. That newspaper re- 
ports that recommendations made by fed- 
eral inspectors for the control of methane 
gas at the mine were studiously ignored. 
John R. Foster, mine superintendent, ad- 
mits that federal cautions were disregard- 
ed. “These are strictly controversial mat- 
ters,” he says. 


Perhaps they are. But there can be no 
controversy about the fact that scores 
of homes were hit by sudden death 
on the eve of Christmas. Congress itself 
must assume a measure of the responsi- 
bility for every disaster in a mining town. 
Year after year bills to establish an effec- 
tive federal mine-safety code are pigeon- 
holed. The Federal Bureau of Mines is 
permitted to conduct inspection; but it has 
no power to enforce its recommendations.

Twice now, in less than fivé years, stark 
tragedy has stalked the Illinois soft-coal 
fields. The death toll from the gas blast 
deep in West Frankfort’s Orient No. 2 
mine now. stands at 119, surpassing the 
111 lost in the Centralia disaster of 1947. 


To have another great disaster in the 
same state and the same field could be 
profoundly discouraging.. But there are 
hopeful aspects to the scene which were 
absent at Centralia. United Mine Work- 
ers chief John L. Lewis and Secretary of 
the Interior Oscar L. Chapman. flew to- 
gether to West Frankfort. After Centra- 
lia, Mr. Lewis said he had not shared his 
information on the .mine’s dangerous con- 
dition with the then Secretary of the 
Interior J. A. Krug because “Mr. Krug 
and I were at wer.” 

And. back of Centralia lay the sordid 
story of coal industry political gifts, mine 
department shake-downs, and farcical en- 
forcement of the safety code which con- 
tributed so largely to the voters” subse- 
quent repudiation of Gov. Green. The 
march of reform seems painfully slow.

As 
a matter of fact the flower of our 
army was in deadly peril, had the 
Soviet air force and navy been 
put into the battle. 

In Western Europe the way 
was open. The meager forces of 
the Western nations were dis- 
persed, and incapable of resist- 
ance, because they were merely 
armies of occupation. 

In Europe and the Far East 
the dominating military fact was 
that—except for the powerful but 
limited blows which our strategic 
air force could then strike—it 
would have taken us the usual 
three years to reach full mobil- 
ization. 

It was this enormously long 
time lag which, more than any- 
thing else, -made aggression seem 
a safe risk to the Germans in 
both wars. They expected to win 
the wars abroad, and to bring 
the conquered peoples into their 
own camp, before American in- 
tervention could become effec-

That was in the midst of the 
retreat from the Yalu river and 
in the panic and hysteria which 
prevailed in Washington it would 
have been easy to make a less 
statesmanlike decision.

Why Not Yesterday? 


This is a historic transforma- 
tion in America’s position in the 
world. Whatever else is done in 
the way of economizing on the 
military budget, this part of the 
program should be fully sustained. 

The reduction. of the time lag is 
already so.far accomplished that 
the old formula of the aggressor— 
to conquer and consolidate before 
America wakes up and rearms— 
has been rendered obsolete. 

Thinking this, I find it most in- 
teresting that the Soviet Union 
was passive while with all the 
trumpets blowing and the flags 
flying we advertised our weakness 
and set out to correct it. 

There is no more interesting 
speculation than that—than the 
question, as an eminent logician 
put it, of “why not yesterday?” 

Why did the Kremlin not start 
an aggressive war when the West- 
ern world was almost disarmed 
and was off balance in Korea? 
Why did it not start a preventive 
war when we were entangled in 
Korea and with China and were 
preparing to rearm ourselves and 
the Europeans and the Japanese? 


No War Could Be Won. 


I have no idea, of course, how 
Stalin answers these questions 
when he is talking to his own in- 
timates. But I think the most 
reasonable answer that we can 
adopt for ourselves is that despite 
the West’s military weakness in 
1950, there was no aggressive 
war because the Soviet Union 
knew it could not in the long 
run be won against the compara- 
tively invulnerable power of 
America; and that there was no 
preventive war to forestall our 
own rearmament because (1) it 
could not be prevented, but only 
accelerated, by war and (2) our

An exhibition of 20 water col- 
ors by Amy Freeman Lee, San

Father Liked Vast Plains. 

The father, Col. George W. 
Miller, in 1871 brought his young 
wife and three sons from Ken- 
tucky to Indian territory that 
now is Oklahoma. George W. Mil- 
ler came to the vast plains and 
fertile lands of the Cherokee 
strip, liked the open ranges and 
settled there. From his mud hut 
built on his claim 101 miles from 
Wichita, Kan., and 101 miles from 
Oklahoma City, the elder Miller 
dreamed déf a mammoth cattle 
empire. His dream came true. 

With his sons as eager workers, 
Col. Miller expanded his holdings 
and built a 20-room mansion 
south of Ponca City, Okla. 

Col. Zack, became the ranch’s 
trader. He bought and sold live- 
‘stock, traded for whole herds or? 
single animals. Once he pur- 
chased 35,000 head of livestock in 
Florida within two minutes and 
shipped them to the ranch in 700 
freight cars. 

A few years after the turn of 
the century, the brothers with 
Maj. Gordon W. (Pawnee Bill) 
Lillie’s aid, organized the famous 
101 Ranch wild west show and 
started it rolling from Marland, 
Okla., on 30 box cars. 

Show Toured Europe. 

The 101 Ranch show in 1914 
reached England. There, prior to 
a scheduled tour of Europe, the 
brothers exhibited “the most mar- 
velous and most stupendous wild 
west performance the world has 
ever seen,” before five queens— 
the queens of England, Spain, 
Italy, Denmark and Greece. 

Adverse business conditions and 
decreased cattle prices led to 
abandonment of the Wild West 
show early in 1931 at Washing- 
ton. More than 300 unpaid em- 
ployes were cared for by charity 
organizations while Miller’s show 
was tied up with injunctions. He 
watched the huge ranch go into 
receivership. 

Miller was in the spotlight in 
1930 when he won a $90,000 
breach of contract against Tom 
Mix, cowboy actor. At the same 
tifme he lost a libel suit case 
against Mix. 

In 1933 the Kay county court 
ordered Miller jailed for alleged 
failure to pay alimony to Mrs. 
Miller, whom he divorced in 1930. 
William H. (Alfalfa Bill) Mur- 
ray, governor of Oklahoma, is- 
sued a military pardon for Miller 
and sent a national guardsman 
to release him from jail. 


SALE OF BETSY ROSS STAMPS 
BEGINS IN HOUSE SHE LIVED IN 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 3 (AP)— 
A 45-minute ceremony was con- 
ducted yesterday in the back 
room of a little, old house on 
Arch street, marking the first- 
day sale of a stamp dedicated to 
Betsy Ross. 

Civic leaders and Post Office 
officials crowded into the living 
room of the Betsy Ross house to 
honor the woman credited with 
stitching together the first Amer- 
ican flag. 

A. Atwater Kent Jr., president 
of the Betsy Ross memorial, told 
the group “an overwhelming body 
of evidence has been compiled 
to show she made the first flag.” 

Osborne A. Pearson, assistant 
postmaster general, represented 
Postmaster General Jesse 
Donaldson. He remarked that 
Betsy Ross is commemorated and 
loved generations after her death 
because she is a symbol “an im- 
portant part of our American 
heritage.”

Now that we are into a new year 
it may be a good idea to put into 
operation those promises we made 
to practice thrift. 

Thrift is a good Yankee virtue 
which is becoming obsolete, It 
does not mean doing without; it 
means making the best possible 
use of the material at hand. 
Thrift is especially indicated in 
food preparation. Many a tasty 
dish can be made of leftovers. 
Leftover bread slices can be 
turned into a tasty dessert, bread 
pudding. And with egg prices 
down somewhat, the homemaker 
does have to think twice before 
using this precious commodity 
which is so important to her fam- 
ily’s wellbeing. 

Bread pudding is an excellent 
dessert for the end of a light din- 
ner. It may be served with thin

Bread Pudding. 
One-fourth cup margarine, 
creamed. 

Seven and one-half, slices en- 
riched white bread. 

One teaspoon cinnamon. 

One cup seedless raisins. 
Three eggs. 

Two-thirds cup sugar. 

Two cups hot milk.

A simple custard ice cream is 
greatly improved by the addition 


of chopped, roasted almonds. 
Roasting is done in a slow oven 
with extra care being given so 
that the nuts do not burn. 

Almond Custard Ice Cream. 

One cup milk. 

One-third cup sugar. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One egg (or 2 yolks). 

One and one-half teaspoons 
plain gelatin. 

One cup table cream. 

One-half teaspoon vanilla ex- 
tract. ; 

Drop almond extract. 

One-fourth cup chopped roasted 
unblanched almonds. 

Heat three-fourths cup milk 
with sugar and salt. Blend in 
lightly beaten egg or yolks, and 
cook and stir over hot water until 
slightly thickened. Soften gelatin 
in remaining one-fourth cup milk, 
and dissolve in hot custard. Cool. 
Blend in cream and flavorings. 
Pour into refrigerator tray and 
place in freezing compartment 
with control set at lowest tem- 
perature. Freeze until firm. Turn 
out into chilled bowl and beat 
with rotary beater until smooth 
and fluffy. Fold in almonds, Re- 
turn to freezing compartment and 


freeze to desired consistency. Re- 
set temperature control to normal.

The tangerine supply for 1950-

EGETABLES, as we said, are 
Vy far from cheap. However, the 

picture is not as dark as some- 
times painted. Considering the 
fact that vegetables always cost 
more during the winter, they are 
not too high compared to other 
years or even other seasons this 
year. 

Experts down on Commission 
Row tell us they have seen kale 
from the South, mustard greens 
from Texas and spinach from 
Louisiana and Texas all bring 
more money in the past than they 
are commanding right now. 

While at times during the 

“height of the eggplant season it 
has sold at -about half of its 
present price, one must remem- 
ber that this is off-season and it 
must come all the way from 
Florida. | 

There have been many) times 
Juring the year whew mushrooms 
were more expensive than they 
are today. 

String beans, broccoli from 
Texas and California (that from 
Texas the cheaper and Brussels 
sprouts all have sold for more 
money at one time or another. 
Old cabbage from New York (ac- 
ceptable for cole slaw) is not too 
expensive, with new cabbage from 
Texas fluctuating from day to day. 
There is plenty of celery available 
and prices are holding about 
steady: Endive has been moder- 
ating a little lately, and some 
escarole is fairly approachable. 

Heavier supplies of the various 
squashes have been received re- 
cently — particularly white and 
acorn, with smaller shipments of 
zucchini. Some home-grow oyster 
plant of good quality is still lin- 
gering around. 

You will find a wide variance 
in the price of iceberg lettuce. 
The best quality will remain ex- 
cessively high; there is much 
around which is cheaper but also 
poorer in quality. 

If you are really counting pen- 
nies, you will find your best vege- 
table values in rutabagas, bulk 
turnips and bulk carrots. 

Beware price-wise of the fol- 
lowing items, selling almost at top 
prices: Beets, cauliflower, cucum- 
bers, leaf lettuce, peppers, toma- 
toes, onions and shallots.

NETWORK TELEVISION became big business, 
very big business, indeed, in 1951, but its economic 
structure was still in a ferment. NBC-TV out- 
stripped NBC radio in gross income and proudly 
proclaimed itself the leading advertising medium 
in the world. (It was grossing at the rate of $126,- 
000,000 a year.) However, NBC’s parent, RCA, was 
still very much in the manufacturing business, and 
the vast amount of NBC-TV red ink has been 
absorbed by the much vaster black ink from RCA 
television set sales. 

Could advertising continue to pay the expanding 
TV bills and provide the set owner with something 
besides John Daly? There was a lot of talk about 
subscription television and theater television. In 
Chicago subscription television was tried out in 
an extremely limited experiment and was very 
successful. The Joe Louis-Lee Savold fight was 
piped into a handful of theaters and attracted 
crowds beyond anyone’s dreams. Alarmed by 
dwindling revenues, promoters continue to black 
out sports events to the great distress of the fans. 
The National Collegiate Athletic Association at- 
tempted a rather miserable experiment in which 
football games were telecast only outside their 
immediate afeas in order to bring the local popu- 
lace in at the pay window. It infuriated a lot of 
— fans and apparently didn’t prove very 
much.

2. Sharing Responsibility. She 
doesn’t want her husband to roll 
up his sleeves and start peeling 
potatoes when he gets home. But 
since she enjoys the children, she 
feels that sharing the responsibil- 
ity for them, talking about their 
problems and doing things with 
them would give him as much 
pleasure as it does her. 

3. Time Off for Nothing. One 
of the least understood problems 
of a woman’s life is that no mat- 


ter how easy it is, she rarely has 
a moment to herself. She has an 
inalienable right to freedom at 
regularly appointed intervals. 
That means she needs to be un- 
conditionally released and set free 
occasionally with no reminder to 
pick up some tobacco on the way 
home. That requires nothing more 
than the willingness of a man to 
take over while she’s gone or pay 
someone else to do it. In return 
for this she will gladly give up 
Mother's day candy. 

4, Making Life Simpler. Prob-

Some Soups to Suit a Mans Taste 
There's a Robust Onion Soup, for Example, or a Hearty Fish Chowder 


By Hoyt Alden 


OUP is a man’s dish, but when 
S a man thinks of soup he doesn’t 

think of the anemic stuff which 
often masquerades under the 
name. He has in mind something 
of a more positive character, 
something with flavor and body, 
and something that will stay with 
him. ‘ 

High on the list of such soups 
is onion soup. It’s not only a 
man’s soup, it’s a man’s job. The 
Little Woman lacks the punch. 
She is inclined to strive for some- 
thing nice and dainty, and there’s 
no place for daintiness in onion 
soup. Robust er nothing. 


To make this kind of onion 
soup you need large firm onions 
and plenty of them. If you wind 
up with more onions than the 
stock merits, think nothing of it. 
Just throw some of the onions 
away. Be sure and get the sugar 
into it, as it brings out the flavor, 
and don’t forget the Parmesan 
cheese. 

There are, of course, a lot of 
recipes for onion soup. But here, 
to my way of thinking, is one 
of the best, made the way the 
Spaniards make it: 

Peel and slice four large onions 
and separate the rings. Heat up 
a third of a cup of olive oil, and 
I suggest. you don’t use a substi- 
tute. Cook the onions very slowly 
in the oil over a low flame. When 
they’re transparent, put in two 
big tablespoons of butter and cook 
them some more. Heat a quart 
and a half of concentrated con- 
somme to the boiling point and, 
add it gradually, stirring all the 
time. When it boils again, lower 
the flame. Add a teaspoon of sug- 
ar and let things simmer. 

While it simmers, combine a 
crushed clove of garlic with a 
tablespoon of butter. Spread some 
toast rounds with this and sprin- 
kle heavily with Parmesan cheese. 
Now when the soup has simmered 
15 minutes, pour it into six pot- 
tery bowls, put the bread on top, 
and stick the bowls under the 
flame. When the cheese begins 
to melt the soup is ready to eat. 
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WINTER, OF COURSE, calls for 
hot, thick soups. The kind that 
will stay with you, as the saying 
goes. One that is guaranteed to go

the whole course is this cream of 
mushroom sdéup: 

Melt th.ee tablespo»ns of butter 
and put therein a cup and a half 
of sliced mushrooms and a small 
sliced onion. Let it cook over low 
heat until they are tender, 

Then stir in two and a half 
tablespoons of flour and “lend it 
thoroughly. Now add three cups 
of milk, slowly, stirring all the 
time. Keep stirring until the soup 
is slightly thickened. Season it 
with one and a fourth teaspoons 
of salt and an eighth of a teaspoon 
of pepper. Take it off the fire 
and stir in eight to 10 dashes of 
Angostura bitters. Serve it imme- 
diately.

FISH CHOWDER has long been 

recognized by experts as one of 


the finest soups known to man. 
Yet at the same time /t is the least 
known and consequently the least 
appreciated. There are all sorts of 
fish soups, from the simple ones 
to the complex bouillabaise which 
requires all the Ingredients 
known to man and which is sup- 
posed to be the epitome of chow- 
ders. For a fairly simple. and 
delicious one, however, I would 
recommend the following: 

Cican a courle of pounds of 
haddock and cut it into several 
pieces, using the head, bones and 
all. Peel four or five potatoes and 
cut them in, half-inch cubes. Put 
the potatoes and fish in together 
in a couple of quarts of cold, 
slightly salted water. Let them 
boil until they’re tender, which 
will take about half an hour.

And 
we'll remain that way till death, unless parents and teachers 
civilize or humanize us by their diligent insistence that we live 
according to moral and social laws. 

We are always born selfish! It requires training to make 
us unselfish and generous! We must hammer away for 18 
years, and even then our children have only a thin veneer of 
civilization.

UR 13-year-old daughter, Ar- 

lin Ann, was stricken with 

polio on Aug. 24, 1951. On 
that day we: were not unduly con- 
cerned because her illness ap- 
peared to be the “flu.” Twenty. 
four hours later we had our doc- 
tor look her over and still no 
great concern existed. He, too, 
thought her illness was due to 
one of the summer viruses. Our 
family routine was not disturbed 
during the next 16 hours, except 
by scheduled administering of 
medicine. 

Then came our shock. Arlin 
Ann tried to get out of bed to 
go to the bathroom and her right 
leg gave way. The look of horror 
on her face, coming with this new 
development in her illness, 
shocked the family beyond de- 
scription. We knew then it was 
something serious. 
quickly summoned, confirmed our 
suspicions. 

Quick action followed those 
moments of stunned realization. 
Arrangements for hospitalization, 
the ambulance ride,.the admit- 
ting-room tests—and a positive 
diagnosis. Polio! Our doctor told 
us to return home and wait seven 
days before seeing our daughter 
again. No one seemed alarmed. 
“Almost all of the polio cases 
around St. Louis so far this sum- 
mer have been relatively mild,” 
someone said. We took some con- 
solation from this and went home 
to begin our prayerful vigil.

B our home when the telephone 

rang. It was the _ doctor. 
Things were not going well. The 
disease was spreading too fast. 
We rushed back to the hospital. 
Four hours after her admission, 
our daughter was on the critically 
ill list. Both legs, one arm, and 
her bladder would not function. 
Breathing difficulty had set in and 
she was in an iron lung. 

An iron lung! To us, this had 
been some awful mechanical gad- 
get in which polio patients spent 
the last days of a desperate, 
hopeless fight for life. Sudden- 
ly, it became for us an instru- 
ment of mercy and hope, the sole 
means of survival. What a God- 
send in our daughter’s case. Un- 
known to her, we were permitted 
a brief glimpse of her. Oxygen 
was being administered. The 
storm was on in all of its~fury. 
Her battle for life had begun. We 
shall never forget the look of 
anxiety and uncertainty in our 
daughter’s eyes. I am sure my 
wife and I had the same look. In 
our hearts, we knew we could 
only place our faith in God and 
the skill and knowledge of our 
doctor and the three shifts of 
nurses. 

The next six days and nights 
were an eternity. Messages went 
out to relatives and friends, mes- 
sages not easy to put into words, 
This was bad news, the kind peo- 
ple do not like to hear, the kind 
that chokes you up and chills your 
Spine, that shocks, stuns, and 
leaves you dazed. It was like 
having a train run over you with- 
out inflicting mortal injury. All 
of our dreams and plans lay shat- 
tered. During those six days, 
medical science provided all of 
the known means of supplement- 
ing nature in the battle; mechan- 
ical breathing, intravenous feed- 
ing, temperature control, heart 
stimulation, blood transfusions 
and oxygen. We could only wait 
and pray. Our faith in God and 
humanity grew tremendously dur- 
ing that one week. 

Finally, the first battle in polio, 
that of survival, was won, thanks 
to our doctor’s skill, good nursing 
care, our daughter’s fighting 
spirit, and God’s divine assistance. 
The storm has passed. In its 
wake lay destruction. Arlin Ann 
was completely paralyzed from 
the head down. The rough road 
was behind us. The long road lay 
ahead with polio’s second hazard, 
the residual effects, if any, still 
to be faced. 

Total paralysis is hard to imag- 
ine. You have to see it to under- 
stand its implications. There is 
not a single thing a person in 
such a condition can do for him- 
self without the assistance of

Even a quadruple 
amputee can rub his nose with 
his stub arm, and turn himself in 
bed, and be trained to use his 
artificial limbs. The polio vic- 
tim, with total paralysis, has the 
limbs but no motor impulse to 
make them function. This is what 
had happened to Arlin Ann in 
seven long days. 

This would be a very short time 
compared with her convalescent 
and rehabilitation periods. The 
time needed, the effort and the 
total financial cost of recovery 
and rehabilitation were over- 
whelming to think about.

Chapter of the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis. We 
shall long remember that letter. 
Kelly pointed out that the foun- 
dation was standing by, ready to 
assist financially in the care of 
our daughter and to assure that 
she would have the benefit of the 
most modern methods in treating 
the disease. It relieved our minds, 
to a great degree, of one big 
worry—money! Money to provide 
all of the medical care our daugh- 
ter would need. We could pay 
some of the cost, but it would be 
only a fraction of the total. Here 
was real help being offered. 
About the same time, we no- 
ticed a label on our daughter's 
iron lung: “Property of the St. 
Louis Polio Foundation.” Yes, 
they were furnishing the lung in 
which our daughter had won her 
fight for life, maintaining a polio 
unit at St. Anthony’s Hospital, 
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States, they were helping thou- 
sands of families who, like our- 
selves, found themselves con- 
fronted by a situation with which 
they were unable to cope. Some 
cases were worse than ours, oth- 
ers not so bad. Suddenly, we real- 
ized the full importance and 
scope of the work done by Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis. 


We began thinking about the 
sources of the money that makes 
possible the work of the Founda- 
tion. This money came from our 
neighbors down the street, from 
the men and women at our office, 
from the folks across town and 
youngsters in and out of school, 
from the housewife, the bus driv- 
er, the bricklayer, the school 
teacher, the banker, and the min- 
ister; all of them good neighbors. 
Hundreds of thousands of them. 

The same is true for thousands 
of polio chapters in this land of 
ours, They didn’t know last Jan- 
uary when they gave their dimes 
and dollars to the March of Dimes 
that it would be our daughter 
they would be helping before the 
year’s end. They did know there 
would be some family, like ours, 
perhaps thousands of families, 
who would be overwhelmed fi- 
nancially when polio struck their 


home.

N the period from Aug. 26 

1951, through Jan. 1, 1952, 

slightly over four months, our 
total hospital and medical costs 
were $1704. We had insurance 
that covered about 35 per cent, 
we had sufficient funds to cover 
about 15 per cent and the chapter 
handled the balance of 50 per cent. 
Fortunately we were in better po- 
sition to assume part of this cost 
than the vast majority of polio 
stricken families who need con- 
siderably more financial assist- 
ance. 

Yes, we are grateful for the 
Polio Foundation, and for the vi- 
sion of its founder, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. He knew from per- 
sonal experience what polio can 
do to a person and a home. 

We have known the terrible 
shock, the sleepless nights, the 
long prayerful vigils, the distress 
brought by total paralysis and the 
long-time hospital and medical 
care, that polio can bring into a 
home. . True, our daughter’s case 
is the exception rather than the 
rule. 

We have experienced, too, some 
of the finer things of life during 
this period. We have seen the 
teamwork between the doctors, 
nurses, sisters at St. Anthony’s, 
physical therapist, and the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis working first for the 
survival of our daughter and now 
her rehabilitation. 

The co-operation is paying divi- 
dends. Today she is no longer a 
respirator case. Additional mus- 
cles are showing signs of activity. 
Her spirit and determination for 
total recovery is an inspiration to 
all who know her, and we face the 
future confident of the favorable 
prospects life holds for our con- 
valescing daughter.
